These things would not he very
expensive and wre  real necossities
When men are willing to join the fire
compuny snd work hard to save the
property of others, they should be given
all the convenlenves possiblo without
being compelled to even ask for them.
Then, again, why not have a five bell?
Our councilmen should see to it that
nothing be left undone to encowrage the
fire companies.
